Oceastonally n feet runner, so touch-
ed, will put bis stone on the rock and
touch the former “it"” before he has
bhad tlme to get bhis stone amd reach
“home." If all the stones fajl to dis.
lodge the “duck” thelr owners cannot
touch them. They are forfeited to
“1t" and must make terms with him to
recover thelr stones and carry them
“home.”

One may be allowed to “Jump” home
~which menans to hold the stone be-
tween the feet. and, so loaded, hop
home. Another may ask the privilege
of “kickiug.” The stone s worked
on to the foot, without using the hands,
and kicked homeward. Or “heeling”
may be allowed. This Is n backward
kick of the stone toward home, made
with the heel. While the test ls going
on no other players may go “home.”

Fodder preserved In a concrote silo
Is safe from fire and waste and retalns
the waximum food value. The cost
of bullding a silo with a capucity of
160 tons need not exceed $300. It va-
riea necording to the supply of labor.
Concrete costs little wore than wood
and Is so much better In every way
thut it Is confidently recommended.
No fodder |s rellshed so muech by stock
ne sllnge. Its Influence Is beneficinl
to the anlmal system, Is Invigorating
and prevents cripples and lmpaction.
Buaceulont slilnge makos for good health
and heavy milk fow. It Is equally
good for poultey mod hogs

Corn 1= the most sultable of all erops
for silage. It should be harvested
when the bottom leaves are drylng off
and the graln s doughy nnd giazing
Without bhurrying the work of Olling
the silo, the best method s to enxlle
the crop ns soon as It s barvested,
cutting the stalks apd colw into small
bits. The graln Is more or less mae
ernted ln the cutter.

The fodder thus treated is carried by
menus of an elevator or blower, which
should deliver the materinl as near the
center of the sllo as possible,  Thin
may be done by the nid of n bag chute
attnched to the mouth of the elevator
or the blower.

The Iabor of distributing the fodder
Is thus minlmized, and sn even supply
of the material will be distributed all
over the silo, If the fodder be nl
lowed to fall direct from the mouth
of the conveyor the heaviest parts
will fall on one side and the lghter
parts on the other. The sllage will
not settle evenly, and loss will even
tuate. To asuist In close packing It
Is nbsolutely essentinl to trample the
product all over the silo.  Trampling
the wiles or aroumd the edges l& bot
stifficient, for with the shrinking of
the center the outer wiges creep to
ward It and away from the walls,
thus allowing nccess of alr and con
sequent loss.  The center should al
ways be kept a lttle bigher than the
outer odges  The rate of tlling should
be six to elght feet per duy. Quicker
filing than this mway result In gen
eruting too much hedt, In which case
the sllnge s Hable to decomposs

After the sllo bas been fMlled the

Sodder should e covered with s Hgin

frsmework or conrse sheet pod welght
o down Thin Is doue to keep ot
wir, and after the silo has beon opened
for use In the spring or sumimer it i
bost to replace this top covering after
ench day's supply I8 taken out,  Avoid,
as fur as practicable. slnking boles 19
the silnge.

The dally ratlon of silage for a dalrys
cow In from thirty to forty pounds
when fed with other fodders: when
there I8 some grass avallable thirty
pounds per day s ample, Sheep will
vt ns niveh ax three ponnids o dus
it Is sdvisable to give hormes sinall
quantities only of sllnge; otherwise
there mny be trouble from stomuch
dernngetnents  Limit the nmount fed

ponitey will eat small guantities

Kllage may be made of all plants that
aulwals are permitted to eat in the
green state, and such fodder preseryed
by this means loses but litle of s
foeding propertios In the process In
ope wuy there Is a slight lmprovemant
That s, the tougher Aber of sl
fodder s softened and made therebs
wore digestible and acceptable to anl
i ks

However, there Is great risk In put
ing vegetunbles Io a silo If o daley s
kept.  ‘The milk ls apt to be tainted
Outx, rye, millet and alfalfa work well

DON'T LET CROPS "FIGHT™"™

Professor Taylor of the ngri
culturnl economles departiment
of the University of Wisconsin
ugricultural experiment station
siys no single farm crop grown
in Wisconsin keeps the farm In-
bor busy all the time, but by a
proper combination of crops em.
ployment of labor ean be ex-
tended mnterinlly throughout the
yeur There are, bowever, limita
to diversification. For Instance,
corn and tobaceo require lnbor
ut the same time for planting
nnd cultivation snd are there
fore competing erops, but to
Imeco furnishes winter employ-
went to labor when there is a
scenreity of employment. and
therefore to this extent these
crogs nre noncompeting or eomi-
plementary. The use of non-
competing erops may well ex-
tend the operations of the farm.

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ROTATION AND STOCK.

Twe Werk Together to Bring Greater
Profit to the Farmer,

In a bulletin of the North Dakota sta.
tlon R. Q. Doneghue says of live stock
in the generial plan of erop rotation:

“In reglons of Ught mainfall the
malutennnce of the organle matter of
sofls 18 the most practical method of
Inerensing thelr water bholding eapne
ity. The plant remaine. Btraw, stulr
ble, ete, In these sections decay very
slowly, and mueh eare 8 necessary In
returning orgnnie matter to these solls

“If live stock Is fed on the farm and
the straw and other refuse are worked
into the manure It will decay faster
when returned to the Innd, While
n rotatlon can be used with profit
If live stock ‘s not kept, 1t ls much
eisler to return the organic matter
contained In the crop resldues when
they are fed on the farm

“Live stock Is not absolutely bneces
sary when beginnlug a rotation, but
for the nverage conditlons when thoey
are kept the profite will be greater, A
rotution may be followed without the
return of the organic matter for a
time. but eventually It must be re
turned. If not returned In manure
more expensive methods must be used.”

MILKING SHORTHORNS
FOR THE NORTHWEST

(By PROF, THOS, SHAW,)

There Is now in the quarsntine st
Bouth Quebec the largest Hnportation
of milking Shorthorus ever brought
0 America, Herotofore only a few
individunls of this class have ever
crossed the Atlantic for this country.
These cattle were purchased lu Kng-
land by Mr. J. ). Hill, and will ba
brought to his North Ouaks faris pot
far from 8t Paul Mr. Hill ia &
strong bellever in the value of the two
purpose cow, that is, the cow for milk
and also for beef, usually spocen of
now us the dunl purpose cow, and of
cows of this ciass he regards none as
superior to the milking Shorthorus,
called In Britain the dairy Shorthorn
He belleves that thin type ol cow In
one that 18 admirably sulted to the
needs of the average farwer, and In
this he ¢ unquestionably right, nots
withetanding the teaching of many in
our expériment statious to the con.
trary.

Many in those stations have taught
that there was no place for the dual
cow on the Tarm, They have sald she
wan “a myth, a delukion and » snare.”
They have cloimesd that to keep her on
the farm wan lke “golng to hunt
prairie chickens with & bull pup,” or
ke “riding Into battle on n heavy
draught hoise.”" Those men ware hon-
est In thelr statements, but they sim-
ply did not know, They thought they
knew, but they were mistaken, More-
over, they clalmed that dunl eattle
conld not be bred. For twenty-five
years some of thoss men have bean
ditigently propagating that nonsense,
and the public Tunds bhave borne the
CXPONRES,

The folly of such teaching will be
apparent from the following:  In Eng-
Innd there ts today an associntion for
promoting the interests of this breed.
This associntion has now 186 mem
bers. In 1#132 it published the records
of milk production from 234 fomales,
of which quite & percentage were
hotfers with their Hrst Wmctation pe
riod

The average of milk production
from these was beiween 7,000 and
000 pounds for the Yyear. Some went
higher than 15,000 pounda. At Kelk
enncott, Lechiade, Gloucestershire, the
owner, Robert Hobbs, bas kept milk
Ing Shorthorns econstantly sinee INTS
The herd now npumbers nedarly 200
cows In millk, Since 140X the svorage
of all thesan, Including a large lot of
helfors, in milk production has been
considerably more than 8000 pounds
enchh year.
